Shall an amendment to the constitution to provide for a 
Fair, Concise Summary, instead of a Description, of Each Pro- 
posed Amendment to the Constitution and Each Law submitted 
to the People, under the Initiative and the Referendum, and Cer- 
tain Changes relative to the Filing of Initiative Petitions which 
is further described as follows:— 


This amendment amends Article XLVIII of the Amendments 
to the Constitution by striking out section three under the head- 


ing ‘‘The Initiative. II. Initiative Petitions” and inserting in place 
thereof a new section which provides,— 


That an initiative petition for a constitutional amendment 
or a law shall first be signed by ten qualified voters of the Com- 
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monwealth and shall be submitted to the Attorney General not 
later than the first Wednesday of the August before the assem- 
bling of the General Court into which it is to be introduced. It 
may be filed with the Secretary of the Commonwealth if the At- 
torney General shall certify that the measure and its title are in 
proper form and that it is not, affirmatively or negatively, sub- 
stantially the same as any measure which has been qualified for 
submission or submitted to the people at either of the two pre- 
ceding biennial state elections, and that it contains only subjects 
not excluded from the popular initiative and which are related or 
which are mutually dependent. 


The Secretary shall provide blanks for the use of subsequent 
signers. He shall print at the top of each blank a fair, concise 
summary of the proposed measure, as determined by the Attor- 
ney General as it will appear upon the ballot together with the 
names and residences of the first ten signers. All such petitions, 
with the first ten signatures attached, shall be filed with the Sec- 
retary not earlier than the first Wednesday of the September 
before the assembling of the Legislature into which they are to 
be introduced, and the remainder of the required signatures 
shall be filed not later than the first Wednesday of the following 
December. 


Section 8 of that part of said Article XLVIII under the 
heading ‘‘The Referendum. III. Referendum Petitions.’’, is also 
amended by striking out the second sentence of such section and 
inserting in place thereof provisions that the Secretary shall 
provide blanks for the use of signers of a referendum petition 
on a law requesting that the operation of such law be suspended 
subsequent to the first ten signers and shall print at the top of 
each blank a fair, concise summary of the proposed law as de- 
termined by the Attorney General as it will appear upon the bal- 
lot, together with the names and residences of the first ten 
signers. 


Section 4 of that part of said Article XLVIII under the 
heading ‘‘The Referendum. III. Referendum petitions.”, is al- 
so amended by striking out the third sentence of such section 
and inserting in place thereof provisions that the Secretary shall 
provide blanks for the use of signers subsequent to the first ten 
signers of a referendum petition asking ffor the repeal of an emer- 
gency law or of a law which takes effect because the referen- 
dum petition does not contain a request for suspension, and shall 
print at the top of each blank a fair, concise summary of the 
proposed law as such summary will appear on the ballot together 
with the names and residences of the first ten signers. 
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Article XLVIII is further amended by striking out subhead- 
ing “III. Form of Ballot” and subheading “IV. Information for 
Voters” under the heading ‘‘General Provisions’? and inserting 
in place thereof new subheadings III and IV, which provide, re- 
spectively:

IV. INFORMATION FOR VOTERS. 


The Secretary shall print and send to each registered voter 
the full text of every measure to be submitted to the people, to- 
gether with a copy of the legislative committee’s majority and 
minority reports, with the names of the majority and minority 
members and a fair, concise summary of the measure as such 
summary will appear on the ballot, and, in such manner as may 
be provided by law, other arguments for and against the meas-

QUESTION NO. 2. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


Shall an amendment to the Constitution to provide that the 
General Court may prescribe the terms and conditions under 
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which pardons of offences which are felonies may be granted 
which is further described as follows:— 


This article of amendment to the Constitution of Massachu- 
setts annuls Article VIII of section 1 of chapter II of Part the 
Second of the Constitution, which vested the Governor, by and 
with the advice of the Council, with the full and unrestricted 
power of pardoning offences of which a person is convicted, ex- 
cept such as persons may be convicted of before the Senate by 
an impeachment of the House, and gdopts a new Article VIII 
in place thereof. 

This new Article VIII vests the pardoning power in the 
Governor, by and with the advice of the Council, but provides 
further that if the offence to be pardoned is a felony the Legis- 
lature shall have power to prescribe the terms and conditions 
upon which a pardon may be granted.

TOWN MEETING, NOVEMBER 7, 1944. 


Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, met at Town Hall on November 7, 1944 and 
punctually at 6.00 o’clock in the forenoon, were called to order 
by the Town Clerk who read the warrant, after which the 
polls were declared open. 
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The cards of instruction and specimen ballots being previ- 
ously posted, the ballot clerks and deputy ballot clerks were 
sworn to the faithful performance of their duty, the official 
ballots delivered by the presiding officer to the ballot clerks, 
who receipted therefor. 


The ballot box registered at zero and was shown to be 
empty, the same was locked and the key delivered to the Pre- 
siding Officer.

P. M., the polls were declared closed and 143 more ballots re- 
moved therefrom making a total of 1598. At this time the 
ballots of 27 civilian absent voters, 69 War ballots and 1 Fed- 
eral War ballot were examined and checked, all having been 
accepted and were put through the ballot box which now reg- 
istered 1690. The ballot clerk’s list showed that 1690 (852 
Male, 838 Female) names had been checked, and the voting 
list showed the same number.

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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

FOR THE YEAR ENDED DECEMBER 31, 1944. 


The Park Commissoioners report that during the 1944 
Season, the facilities provided in the playgrounds were used to 
great advantage by the residents of Hopedale. Due to cur- 
tailed travel brought about by the war, many people took ad- 
vantage of the fine weather that prevailed during the summer 
to play tennis or baseball, or to watch the games being played. 
The introduction of soft-ball teams of both sexes created 
abundant enthusiasm and interest, which was evidenced by 
the number of fans witnessing each game. While softball was 
becoming increasingly popular, hardball games were not aban- 
doned. During the course of the summer, games were played 
on the local diamond with out-of-town teams. 


The tennis courts maintained their popularity during the 
summer months and into the fall of the year. Due to the ex- 
cellent foundation which had been provided in pre-war years, 
the courts did not need rebuilding when the playgrounds were 
opened in the spring. The Park Commissioners feel that the 
courts will again be in a satisfactory condition during the 
coming year, and that the tennis players can count on another 
excellent season. 


The bathhouse, as is usual during the hot summer months, 
was taxed to capacity. In spite of extremely unfavorable 
labor conditions, competent attendants were obtained for the 
summer, and all adequate safeguards were maintained. A

swimming meet was held at the end of the year, and proved 
to be a complete success. 

The fireplaces maintained by the Park Department in the 
Reservation were used to good advantage during the cool of 
the evenings and on week-ends. All fireplaces were inspected 
at the end of the seasson, and were found to be in excellent 
condition.

School signal will be reserved for unusually stormy days when 
it appears that it will be dangerous for the health and safety 
of a large proportion of the pupils to attend school. There 
will be some stormy days when the parent must decide wheth- 
er it will be safe for her child to attend school.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the fifty-ninth annual 
report. 


The year has shown a slight decline in the number of 
borrowers and readers using the library owing to conditions 
brought upon us by the war and present in most communities. 


This has been a propitious time for re-assessing the value 


of the book collection. Volumes of standard works have 
been replaced with new or little used copies, many of these the 


gifts of library friends. In addition to books of current appeal 
many of permanent value have been added with a view to 
future needs. 


Although books come slowly from the publishers the fact 
that many of our recently purchased volumes are first editions 
proves that this library is getting its share of books of the 
day. 


Readers of fiction for the library have passed judgment 
on 120 books, a form of public service greatly appreciated by 
all who are concerned with maintaining a high standard in 
circulated fiction. 


The Branch librarian, Miss Caldwell, reports a busy year 
with an average of 70 books circulated weekly. This service 
reaches many in South Hopedale who cannot easily use the 
main library, and is especially necessary for the children of 
this district. 
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In the Children’s department it is gratifying to note the 
increased number of mothers who come with their young 
children, helping them to choose good reading. The schools 
continue to co-operate with the children’s librarian, a number 
of teachers having deposit libraries in their rooms, and en- 
couraging the pupils to read for certificates granted by the 
State Department of Education. | 


The librarian and staff greatly appreciate the interest and 
efforts of the Trustees in keeping library standards high and 
the building comfortable and attractive for patrons and work- 
ers. 


Without the loyal and efficient help of my co-worker, 
Mrs. Damon, it would be impossible to carry on the library 
departments. Three high school students also assist in vari- 
ous ways.
